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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although Yoshida teaches a method of producing a heat resistant catalyst 
support, Yoshida does not teach a method of making a catalyst involving isoelectric 
points of each compound. 

Although Wachter teaches a method of manufacturing a fluid catalytic catalyst, 
Wachter does not teach preparing a solution containing a ceria sol and a sol of at least 
either one of alumina and silica wherein the isoelectric point of the ceria sol differs more 
than 3.5 from that of said at least one of alumina and silica sol. 

Further, Wachter teaches the components have their isoelectric points matched 
before they are combined in solution and fails to have sols with isoelectric points that 
differ by more than 3.5. 

Further, EP0524643, FR2836067, EP1 175935, EP0430744 and US5439865 as 
documented on the search report do not teach preparing a solution containing a ceria 
sol and a sol of at least either one of alumina and silica wherein the isoelectric point of 
the ceria sol differs more than 3.5 from that of said at least one of alumina and silica sol.
